Document 1 [EP, 1160591, Al (Kaneka Corporation), December 5, 2001 (12.05.01)] describes a 
transparent sheet used for a liquid crystal display containing a thermoplastic resin having a substituted 
and/or unsubstituted imide group at a side chain and a thermoplastic resin having a substituted and/or 
unsubstituted phenyl group and a nitryl group. 

, Document 2 [JP, 2001-91707, A (Fuji Photo Film Co., Ltd.), April 6, 2001 (04.06.01)] describes 
a film comprising a resin coaling layer having a slightly rough surface on at least one side of a 
transparent film and having light-diffusion characteristics that are the same as the inventions described 
in claims 1-10 of the present application. 

Both documents 1 and 2 describe inventions belonging to the same technical field of an optical 
sheet for an image display; therefore, a party skilled in the art could easily deduce the constitution 
described in claims 1-10 of the present application by using the transparent sheet of document 1 as a 
material of a transparent film of document 2. 
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
